Update: When I listed this issue, I indicated that only one stamp of a bird was part of the set, but in fact two birds 
were part of the set. The other bird stamp (Sc#2109c) is a Southern Giant Petrel, Macronectes giganteus, belonging 
to the family of Procellariidae. The stamp itself is incorrectly captioned as a Brown Skua, with the scientific name 
Catharacta lonnbergi, which is a subspecies of Brown Skua, Stercorarius antarcticus. Chuck Braun has confirmed 
the identification as a Southern Giant Petrel, which is also the species listed by Kjell Sharning on his website. All 
skuas are dark above, which is not the case of the bird shown on the stamp. The denomination of Sc#2109c is 50c.

ISRAEL QUAIL ATM STAMP 


Israel continues its avian theme automatic teller machine (ATM) stamp series on 8 December 2015, with the issue 
of stamp depicting a Common Quail (Coturnix coturnix). Previous issues this year have included Partridges and 
Pheasants on 11 February, Chukar Partridge (Alectoris chukar) on 14 April, Sand Partridge (Ammoperdix heyi) on 
16 June, and Black Francolin (Francolinus francolinus) on 2 September. 


ATM vending machine stamps can be printed with various denominations 
at the time of purchase. They are self-adhesive and can be purchased in 
small quantities. These definitive labels are dispensed by the “Inbar 1” 
vending machine with six fixed tariff values (2.20s, 4.10s, 6.50s, 7.40s, 
8.30s, and 9s). 


Coturnix VIW 


The multicolored stamps are printed by Tadbik using a digital method and 
measure 54x30mm.
